Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  (ientlemen, 

I  beg'  to  present  the  following  report  upon  the  Health  and 
Sanitary  Conditions  of  your  district  for  the  year  1932. 

No  marked  change  in  the  vital  statistics  has  to  be  recorded 
lor  the  year  under  review.  A  satisfactory  feature  is  the 
c'ontmuance  of  the  general  death  rate  at  the  low  figure  of  9.5  per 
1,000  of  the  population,  as  compared  with  12  for  England  and 
V\Mles. 

I'he  mortality  returns  indicate  that  Heart  Disease  is  the  most 
j)i'evalent  cause  of  death.  Many  factors  contribute  to  the 
causation  of  the  various  forms  of  Heart  Disease,  and  further 
lacsearch  into  the  origin  and  nature  of  these  diseases  is  no  doubt 
essential  before  measures  can  be  adopted  to  ensure  a  substantial 
I'cduction  in  the  incidence  of  Heart  Diseases. 

A  I’urthcr  decline  occurred  in  the  birth  rate,  which  was  no 
doubt  inlluenccd  by  the  continued  prevalence  of  depressed 
industrial  conditions.  An  improvement  occurred  in  the  Infantile 
Mortality  Rate,  as  compared  with  the  previous  vear. 

I  wish  to  tender  my  thanks  to  Mr.  Farrar,  the  Engineer 
and  Surveyor,  to  Mr.  Gallagher,  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  and 
C  Icansing  Superintendent,  and  the  Staff  of  the  Health  Department 
foj  the  valuable  assistance  rendered  in  the  compilation  of  this 
1  eport. 

'rhe  support  which  you  ha,ve  given  to  the  work  of  the  Public 
Health  Department  during  the  year  Iras  been  fully  appreciated.

Population. 

The  Registrar-General’s  mid-year  1932  estimate  of  population 
has  been  used  in  the  calculation  of  Rates  for  this  Report. 

Social  Conditions. 

No  material  alteration  has  taken  place  since  these  were 
reported  upon  in  the  Survey  Report  for  1925.  The  chief 
occupations  of  the  inhabitants  are  those  appertaining  to  iron¬ 
stone  mining,  the  iron  and  steel  industries,  basic  slag,  and  tar 
macadam  production.  Unfortunately,  the  state  of  trade  in  this 
District  has  continued  depressed  throughout  the  year.  The 
figures  supplied  by  the  Manager  of  the  Scunthorpe  Employment 
Exchange  area  show  that  the  number  of  persons  on  the  Live 
Register  at  the  end  of  January,  1932,  was  2,736.  This  number 
remained  approximately  at  this  level  until  June,  when  an  increase 
occurred,  amounting  to  3,047  in  August.  The  number  remained 
near  this  level  for  the  remainder  of  the  year.  At  the  end  of 
December  the  figure  was  2,949,  of  which  2,287  represented  all 
persons  wholly  unemployed,  and  662  temporarily  suspended  from 
work. 

The  Relieving  Officer  states  that  814  persons  resident  in  the 
Urban  District  received  Relief  during  1932.  The  total  cost  of 
Relief  for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1932,  was  £5,559, 
against  £4,654  for  the  corresponding  period  in  the  previous  year.

Births. 

Fhe  number  registered  during  1932  was  591,  against  616 
in  1931.  The  births  during  the  four  quarters  of  the  year  were 
113,  161,  149,  and  138. 

'Fhe  birth  rate  (i.e.,  number  of  births  per  1,000  of  the 
population  was  17.3  for  193'2,  against  18.1  in  1931.  The  rate 
for  England  and  Wales  in  1932  was  15.3. 

30  Illegitimate  births  were  registered  in  1932,  against  29  in 
1931.  The  Ward  distribution  is  given  in  Table  3. 

26  Stillbirths  were  registered  during  the  year  as  compared 
with  38  in  1931.  The  number  of  stillbirths  per  1,000  population 
is  0.76,  against  0.66  for  the  whole  country. 

Deaths. 

325  deaths  were  registered  during  1932,  against  349  during 
1931.  The  death  rate  for  1932  was  9.5,  and  compares  with  a 
rate  of  12.0  for  England  and  Wales. 

Tables  5  and  6  give  further  details  of  the  classification  of 
deaths.

I  he  Zymotic  Diseases  Death  Rate,  i.e.  deaths  from  Small¬ 
pox  (0),  Measles  (5),  Scarlet  Fever  (0),  Whooping  Cough  (3), 
Diphtheria  (0),  Diarrhoea  (1),  and  Enteric  Fever  (0),  a  total 
of  9,  was  0.26  per  1,000  population,  against  0.36  in  1931,  and 
0.47  in  1930. 

The  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  Death  Rate  was  0.61  and  the 
i\'on-Pulmonary  Fuberculosis  Death  Rate  was  0.29  per  1,000 
population. 

Enfantiie  Mortality. 

A  total  of  43  infants  under  one  year  of  age  died  during  1932 
against  51  in  1931  and  44  in  1930.  The  infant  mortality  rate 
(i.e.  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  per  1,000  live  births)  was 
73.0,  against  83.0  in  1931  and  60.1  in  1930. 

Maternal  Mortality. 

One  death  occurred  during  the  year. 

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR 

THE  AREA. 

Hospitals  provided  or  subsidized  by  the  Local  Authority  or 
by  the  County  Council. 

A.  (1)  Fever. 

The  hospitals  available  are  situated  at  Scunthorpe, 
Osgodby  and  Scartho.  The  last  two  are  provided  by  other 
Authorities,  and  both  are  about  thirty  miles  away. 

The  new  Brumby  Fever  Hospital,  erected  by  the  Lindsey 
County  Council  (who  were  constituted  in  1921  as  the 
Authority  for  the  hospital  treatment  of  Infectious  Disease  in 
your  area),  was  opened  in  1930. 

(2)  Smallpox. 

Application  was  made  during  1931  for  the  formation 
of  a  United  District  for  controlling  the  Smallpox  Hospital  at 
Caistor.  The  Ministry  of  Health  have  by  an  Order  dated 
April  1st,  1932,  granted  a  Provisional  Order  for  this  purpose, 
which  is  to  be  cited  as  the  “Lindsey  and  Lincoln  Joint 
Smallpox  Hospital  Order,  1932.”  Under  this  Order  it  is 
proposed  to  increase  the  number  of  partners  to  26. 

Your  Council’s  share  of  establishment  charges  under  the 
Joint  Scheme  amounted  to  £202  14s.  lOd.  for  the  year  ended 
31-3-1933,  against  £175  17s.  2d.  for  the  previous  year. 

B.  (1)  Tuberculosis. 

The  Hospitals  available  for  this  area  are  referred  to  in 
the  section  of  the  Report  dealing  with  the  Tuberculosis 
Dispensary, 

Four  beds  are  available  at  the  Brigg  Poor  Law 
Institution.

(2)  iVlatertlity.  Scunthorpe  Maternity  Home, 

riie  xMaternity  Home  is  provided  and  maintained  by  the 
Lindsey  County  Council.  The  Administrative  Medical 
Superintendent  is  the  Lady  Assistant  County  Medical  Officer, 
who  is  resident  in  Scunthorpe. 

The  following'  report  on  the  working'  of  the  Home  has 
been  made  for  the  year  193'2. 


Scunthorpe  Maternity  Home— 1932. 

The  number  of  cases  dealt  with  during-  the  year  showed  an 
increase  of  76,  viz.,  from  208  in  1931  to  284  in  1932. 

Of  the  284  admissions,  there  were  157  confinements,  59  cases 
requiring'  operation,  10  cases  requiring  nursing  only,  and  the 
remaining  24  cases  being  observation  cases.  The  patients 
comprising  the  last  group  were  discharged  within  24 — -36  hours 
of  adm.ission,  and  were  later  re-admitted  at  the  onset  of  labour. 

The  average  duration  of  stay  per  patient  was  13.4  days. 

Medical  assistance  was  sought  by  the  Nursing  Staff  on  46 
occasions,  and  the  services  of  a  Consultant  Surgeon  were  requested 
bv  General  Practitioners  in  52  instances. 

Two  cases  of  puerperal  fever  occurred  in  the  Home,  the  one 
resulting  from  a  septic  abortion  and  the  other  from  a  difficult 
delivery.  There  were  also  ten  notifications  of  puerperal  pyrexia — 
one  each  of  mastitis,  salpingitis,  tonsillitis,  B.  coli  enteritis, 
rheumatic  fever  with  abortion,  pneumonia,  and  two  each  of 
pyelitis  and  pulmonary  embolism.  Appropriate  institutional 
treatment  was  provided  for  these  cases  as  required. 

There  was  one  maternal  death  resulting  from  post-portum 
haemorrhage  and  toxaemia  of  pregnancy. 

No  cases  of  pemphigus  neonatorum  occurred.  There  were 
six  cases  of  ophthalmia  neonatorum. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Home  has  been  overcrowded  at 
times  during  the  past  year,  the  question  of  providing  additional 
accommodation  has  been  considered.  x^s  no  extensions  are 
possible  on  the  present  site,  it  has  been  deckled  to  build  a  new 
Maternity  Home,  and  in  the  meantime  restrict  admissions  to  the 
existing  Home. 

A  Statement  of  Costs  for  the  financial  year  ended  31-3-1932, 
showed  that  the  nett  cost  per  patient  per  week  was  £4  12s.  0.4d. 

Other  Institutional  Provision. 

Orthopaedic  Cases  are  sent  when  necessary  by  the 
Orthopaedic  Surgeon  of  the  Lindsey  County  Council  to  Lincoln 
Hospital,  etc. 
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Scunthorpe  and  District  War  Memorial  Hospital.  This 
institution  is  a  General  Hospital  managed  by  a  Voluntary  Com¬ 
mittee.  Full  particulars  of  all  services  available  were  given  in 
my  Annual  Report  for  1930. 

During  1932,  1,440  In-Patients  were  admitted  and  treated, 
m  addition  to  54  remaining  in  at  the  beginning  of  the  year.  This 
represents  an  increase  of  160  In-Patients  over  the  previous  year. 
4'hroughout  the  year  the  average  number  of  beds  occupied  daily 
was  74.0,  and  the  average  length  of  stay  in  hospital  per  patient 
w^as  18.75  days. 

The  service  given  during  the  year  in  the  Out-Patient  Depart¬ 
ments  g'reatly  increased.  5,010  new  patients  attended  the 
Hospital,  involving  24,365  examinations  and  treatments. 

Buildings  and  Equipment. — The  progress  of  the  Hospital  has 
continued,  nothwithstanding  the  continued  industrial  depression. 
During  1932  a  Pathological  Department,  and  a  Portable  Ward 
X-Ray  Unit  and  Diathermy  Apparatus  have  been  provided,  and 
imprcwements  have  been  effected  in  the  Casualty  Theatre. 

A  New  Nurses’  Home  is  in  the  process  of  erection  at  a  cost 
of  approximately  £15,000.  The  Home  wall  provide  accommoda¬ 
tion  for  58  Nurses,  and  full  facilities  necessary  for  a  P.ecognised 
Training  School  for  Nurses,  e.g.  Demonstration,  Lecture,  Writing- 
Rooms,  etc.  Provisional  recognition  as  such  has  already  been 
granted  to  the  institution  bv  the  General  Nursing  Council  for 
England  and  Wales. 

I  am  indebted  to  Mr.  A.  E.  Mawq  the  .Secretary  of  the 
Hospital,  for  the  above  information. 

Brigg  Poor  Law  Iriststution.  The  Relieving  Officer  states 
that  there  ?re  200  beds  at  this  Institution,  of  which  80  are 
Hospital  beds. 

Institutional  Provision  for  unmarried  mothers,  illegitimate 
infants  and  homeless  children — nil.  When  necessary,  cases  arc 
admitted  to  the  Brigg  Infirmary.  Expectant  unmarried  women 
are  admitted  to  the  Scunthorpe  Maternity  Home. 

Ambulance  Facilities. 

(a)  For  Infectious  Cases. 

Removal  is  carried  out  by  the  Brumby  Isolation  Hospital 
Ambulance  or  by  the  Authorities  of  the  Hospital  to  which  patients 
are  sent. 

(b)  For  Non-Infectious  and  Accident  Case^. 

The  St.  John  Ambulance  is  generally  utilized.  Most  of  the 
Works  have  private  ambulances  for  their  accident  cases.

Public  Health  OiTicors  of  the  Local  Authority. 

The  names  of  these  officers  are  given  on  the  front  page.  All 
are  whole  time  officers.  The  Council  and  the  Town  sustained  a 
loss  through  the  death  of  Dr.  A.  H.  Graydon  Johnston,  who  had 
for  a  considerable  number  of  years  acted  as  Deputy  Medical 
Officer  of  Health.  On  the  18th  April,  1932,  the  Council  approved 
the  appointment  of  Dr.  J.  H.  Bellamy,  M.R.C.S.,  L.R.C.P.,  as 
Deputy  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  carries  out  the  following- 
duties  for  the  Lindsey  County  Council : — 

Medical  Superintendent — Brumby  Isolation  Hospital. 
Tuberculosis  Officer. 

Venerea]  Diseases  Officer. 

School  Medical  Officer. 

Six  Health  Visitors  employed  by  the  County  Council  are 
stationed  at  Scunthorpe  and  carry  out  the  Tuberculosis,  School 
Medical  and  Child  welfare  visiting  in  Scunthorpe  and  the 
surrounding-  rural  districts  and  assist  at  the  various  Clinics. 

Two  County  Nurses  carrying  out  orthopaedic  and  dental  work 
are  stationed  in  vSeunthorpe. 

The  Infectious  Diseases  Nurse  is  also  resident  in  Scunthorpe 
and  assists  at  the  Female  Venereal  Diseases  Clinic. 


Nursing  in  the  Heme. 

General. 

The  General  Nursing  is  carried  out  by  three  voluntary 
Nursing  Associations.  The  following  information  has  been 
supplied  by  the  Secretaries  of  these  Associations. 
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rile  Scunthorpe  and  Crosby  Nursing  Association  employs  a 
Superintendent  and  four  District  Nurses.  During  the  year 
611  cases  were  attended  and  a  total  number  of  14,773  visits  were 
paid. 

The  Brumby  and  Frodingham  Nursing  Association  employs 
two  District  Nurses.  During  1932,  7,947  visits  were  paid  to 
302  cases. 

The  Ashby  Nursing  Association  employs  two  District  Nurses. 
During  1932,  194  cases  were  attended  and  4,33*1  visits  were  made. 

Infectious  Diseases. 

The  County  and  District  Councils  combine  to  provide  am 
Infectious  Diseases  Nurse  who  carries  out  the  supervision  and 
any  necessary  home  nursing  of  fever  cases  for  the  District  Council 
and  that  of  cases  of  Puerperal  Fever  and  Pyrexia  and  Ophthalmia 
Neonatorum  for  the  County  Council. 

IVlidwives. 

riie  total  number  of  practising  Midwives  in  the  District  is 
15,  of  whom  eight  are  attached  to  the  Nursing  Associations,  and 
three  to  the  Maternity  Home.  Tlic  remaining  four  are  in  private 
practice.  All  hold  the  certificate  of  the  Central  Midwives  Board.

Antenatal  Clinics  are  held  at  the  Maternity  Home  and  at  the 
new  C  linic  premises,  d'he  number  of  attendances  made  a  total 
of  1,1^1;  viz.,  Maternity  Home  661,  and  Scunthorpe  460. 

Infant  Welfare  Clinics  are  now  held  at  the  new  Clinic 
premises  and  at  Ashby  Wesleyan  Hall.  'Fhe  total  number  of 
attendances  at  these  Clinics  was  10,689;  viz.,  mothers  5,608, 
and  children  4,781. 

BRUMBY  ISOLATION  HOSPITAL. 

Your  Medical  CDfhcer  of  Health  acts  as  Medical  Superintendent 
ol  this  Institution.  The  following  Report  has  been  ma.de  to  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  Lindsey  County  Council,  for  the  year 
1932. 

This  Institution  consists  of  three  Ward  Blocks,  an 
Administrative  Block  and  Nurses’  Residence,  Porter’s  Lodge, 
Reception  Room  for  visitors  of  patients,  premises  for  disinfection 
and  laundry  work,  and  Mortuary.  The  accommodation  for 
patients  is  as  follows  :  — 

Scarlet  Fever  Block.  One  six-bed  ward,  one  ten-bed 
ward,  three  cots,  and  two  single  bed  wards  ... 

Cubicle  Block.  Eight  cubicles  and  one  cot . 

Tuberculosis  Block.  Two  four-bed  wai'ds  and  six 
single  cubicles . 

Scarlet  Fever  Wards. 

68  patients  were  admitted  during  the  year,  21  cases  were 
treated  with  Streptococcus  (Scarlatina)  Serum. 

Throughout  the  year  the  disease  continued  to  be  of  a  mild 
type,  a.nd  complications  were  very  few. 

One  case  of  Adenitis  occurred  in  the  Serum  treated  group 
against  2  cases  of  Adenitis  in  the  Non-wSerum  treated  group. 
In  addition  the  following  complications  were  present  in  patients 
before  admission  :  Two  cases  of  Otitis  Media,  one  Rhinitis,  one 
Nephritis  and  one  of  Suppuration  of  Frontal  and  Maxillary  Antra. 
4'lre  results  obtained  with  the  Serum  treatment  of  Scarlet  Fever 
and  repKorted  upon  in  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1930  are 
confirmed  bv  the  results  obtained  in  1931  and  1932. 

In  cases  where  infection  and  suppuration  is  of  recent  origin, 
(cg.,  Sinus  Infection,  Rhinitis  and  Otorrhoea,  T  have  found  the 
administration  of  Irradiated  Ergosterol  in  Halibut  Liver  Oil  to 
be  most  effective  In  treatment.  Some  of  these  cases  have  cleared 
up  after  a  few  days  treatment,  as  against  prolonged  periods  of 
treatment  in  similar  cases  by  conservative  methods.  This  result 
is  attributed  to  high  Vitamin  A  and  D  content  in  readily 
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assimilable  form  in  this  preparation,  and  possibly  to  vitamin 
defieiency  in  the  previous  dietary  of  the  patient.  Apart  from  the 
cure  of  the  serious  complications  referred  to,  the  period  of  stay 
in  hospital  was  corresponding'ly  shortened.  There  is  no'  doubt 
that  length  of  stay  in  hospital  of  searlet  fever  cases  is  prolonged 
by  the  occurrence  of  complications.  Consequently  the  serum 
treatment  of  this  disease  which  reduces  the  incidence  of  these 
complications  and  the  exhibition  of  Vitamin  A  and  D  in  cases  of 
Otorrhoea  and  Rhinitis,  will  in  my  opinion  go  far  to  improve 
results  of  treatment  and  cut  short  the  average  length  of  stay  of 
Scarlet  Fever  cases  in  hospital.  Marked  improvement  also  in 
cases  of  Impetigo  and  Septic  Lesions  of  the  Skin  have  resulted 
by  the  additional  use  of  this  method  of  Vitamin  Therapy. 

Cubicle  Ward. 

36  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  admitted,  all  of  which  received 
serum  treatment.  There  were  two  deaths  from  toxaemia  ;  large 
doses  of  antitoxin  were  administered  in  all  severe  cases,  but  these 
two  cases  were  admitted  in  too  late  a  stage  of  the  disease  to 
render  treatment  effective.  The  remainder  of  the  cases  were 
discharged  cured  ;  there  were  no  complications. 

Other  Diseases.  The  following  cases  received  treatment  in 
the  Cubicle  Ward  during  the  year  : — Meningitis  2,  Encephalitis 
Lethargica  2,  Enteric  Fever  1,  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  1, 
Puerperal  Pyrexia  3,  Erysipelas  4,  and  Observations  3. 

Of  the  cases  of  Meningitis  one  proved  to  be  Cerebro-Spinal 
Meningitis.  Anti-Meningococcal  Serum  was  administered  intra- 
thecally  upon  three  occasions,  and  two  intra-muscular  injections 
were  given.  The  patient  was  subsequently  discharged  cured. 
The  other  case  of  Meningitis  proved  to  be  Tuberculous  Meningitis 
and  died  from  this  fatal  disease.  There  were  also  two  deaths 
from  Erysipelas  and  one  from  Encephalitis  Lethargica,  Of  the 
three  Observations  eases  admitted,  two  were  reported  as 
Meningitis,  diagnosis  not  being  established  before  admission  to 
hospital.  One  proved  to  be  suffering  from  Pneumonia  and  the 
other  had  Meningismus  and  Bronchitis.  The  other  case, 
Observation  Enteric  Fever,  proved  negative. 

Tuberculosis  Ward. 

38  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  admitted.  Twelve 
patients  died  in  an  advanced  stage  of  the  disease.  25  patients 
were  discharged  during  the  year.  Many  of  these  patients  have 
shown  improvement  in  their  symptoms  and  general  physical 
condition.  Some  have  responded  well  to  treatment,  having 
obtained  marked  benefit.  Periodical  dental  treatment  has  been 
provided  for  several  patients. 

During  the  year  no  deaths  have  occurred  from  haemorrhage — 
this  may  in  part  be  due  to  effective  measures  taken  to  treat  this 
complication  at  an  early  stage.  Rest  periods,  suitable  games  and 
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exercises  are  provided  as  part  of  the  general  treatment  at  the 
Institution  while  wireless  entertainment  and  other  recreations 
help  to  reduce  the  monotony  of  institutional  life  to  a  minimum. 

In  a  chronic  disease  such  as  Tuberculosis  where  psychological 
disturbance  is  a  not  infrequent  feature  the  measures  alluded  to 
above  are  an  invaluable  aid  in  treatment. 


SCHOOL  MEDICAL  SERVICES. 

Report  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  as  Assistant  School 
Medical  Officer,  Lindsey  County  Council. 


SCHOOL  MEDICAL  INSPECTION. 

School  Hygiene. 

The  gfeneral  hygienic  conditions  of  the  schools  in  Scunthorpe 
continue  to  be  satisfactory.  In  each  instance  Town’s  water  is 
laid  on  and  is  adequate  in  quantity  and  otherwise  satisfactory. 

The  year  was  marked  by  the  opening  of  the  new  school  at 
Ashby  for  Junior  and  Senior  Girls.  This  school  reproduces  the 
main  features  of  the  new  schools  recently  provided  at  Brumby  and 
Henderson  Avenue.  The  school  is  well  planned  in  the  form  of  a 
square  with  a  central  grass  covered  area  and  two  adjoining  play¬ 
grounds  of  asphalt  and  grass  respectively.  Features  of  interest 
at  this  school  include  an  oil  heating  system,  a  drying  room  for 
children’s  clothing,  hot  water  laid  on,  and  well  equipped  provision 
for  teaching  of  cookery  and  domestic  science.  Facilities  are  also 
provided  for  the  supply  of  hot  water  and  the  preparation  of  meals 
of  those  children  who  remain  at  school  for  dinner. 

The  hygienic  conditions  obtaining  at  Scunthorpe  Grammar, 
and  Modern  Schools,  and  at  Scunthorpe  Council,  Crosby,  Brumby 
Senior  an<l  Henderson  Avenue  schools  were  satisfactorv  during 
1932. 

During  the  year  various  minor  defects  were  either  remedied 
or  improved  at  several  schools.  New  boilers  for  heating  purposes 
were  installed  at  Doncaster  Road'  and  Crosby  Infants  schools. 
Some  25  tables  and  50  chairs  were  provided  for  the  use  of  infant 
classes  at  Frodingham  Infant  schools.  Defects  of  heating  of 
classrooms  at  Frodingham  Junior  school  were  observed  and  drawn 
attention  to,  and  the  defective  heating  of  one  of  the  classrooms  at 
Henderson  Avenue  Junior  school  was  remedied. 

Defective  cleansing  of  out-offices  and  LIrinals  were  pointed 
out  at  Frodingham  Junior,  Ashby  Boys,  Santon  Terrace,  and 
Church  of  England  Schools.  In  several  of  these  cases  a  noticeable 
improvement  has  occurred 
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The  conditions  obtaining  at  Santon  Terrace  school  continued 
unsatistactory  during  the  year.  Defective  lighting-  and  cleanliness 
oi  classroom  doors,  out-offices  and  urinals  were  observed.  Ihc 
playground  surface  was  unsatisfactory.  There,  are  inadequate 
facilities  for  carrying  out  school  medical  inspections. 

So  far  as  the  defects  of  cleanliness  are  concerned,  it  should 
be  pointed  out  that  these  defects  have  been  persistent  for  a 
considerable  time.  No  doubt  the  provision  of  artificial  illumina¬ 
tion  and  an  adequate  supply  of  hot  water  would  improve  the 
prospects  of  securing  greater  cleanliness  at  this  school,  d'hesc 
matters  are  receiving  consideration. 


During  the  year  additional  schools  have  adopted  the  system 
of  allotting  a  peg  in  the  cloakroom  to  each  scholar  as  outlined  in- 
the  Annual  Report  for  1931.

Infectious  Diseases. 

The  following  were  the  notifications  of  Infectious  Diseases 
received  from  Doctors  relating  to  the  age  period  5/15  years, 
i.e.  roughly  the  age  of  school  attendance  ;  Diphtheria  4,  Scarlet 
Fever  25,  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  7,  Other  Tuberculosis  7, 
C'hickenpox  121,  Measles  98,  Pneumonia  20,  Erysipelas  1, 
C'erebro-spinal  Fever  1,  Polio  Myelitis  1.  In  addition,  723  cases 
of  Measles,  255  Chickenpox,  83  Whooping  Cough,  5  Mumps 
were  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Health  Department  bv  parents 
and  teachers.  Most  of  these  cases  were  in  either  school  or 
pre-school  children. 

As  reported  in  previous  years  the  following  Table  shows  the 
number  of  Forms  S.M.S.  31  (notifications  of  infectious  disease 
by  Head  Teachers)  received  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and 
the  diseases  notified.

The  County  Council  and  Urban  District  Council  jointly  employ 
an  Infectious  Diseases  District  Nurse  who  closely  supervises 
undeir  the  direction  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  all  cases 
and  contacts  of  infectious  diseases  amongst  school  children. 
School  intimations  of  disease  are  of  valuable  assistance  in  this 
work.  In  cases  of  infectious  diseases  which  have  not  been 
notified  and  enquired  into  by  the!  Health  Department,  school 
intimations  of  disease  are  promptly  investigated  with  a  view  to 
taking  appropriate  action. 

The  percentage  of  children  vaccinated  was  12.8  as  compared 
with  10.8  for  lOO*!. 

No  schools  have  been  closed  in  the  Urban  District  during  the 
vcar,  and  all  exclusions  have  been  in  accordance  with 
‘‘Memorandum  on  Closure  of  ami  Exclusion  from  School.” 

Co-operation  of  School  Attendance  Officers. 

During  the  year  close  co-operation  has  been  maintained. 
The  Public  Health  Department  has  furnished  regular  weekly 
returns  of  children  excluded  from  school  at  the  various  Clinics 
and  from  time  to  time  has  instituted  enquiry  into  individual  cases 
reported  by  the  Attendance  Officers  to  be  absent  from  school  on 
account  of  infectious  or  other  elisease.  On  the  other  hand,  the 
Sc  hool  Attendance  Officers  have  co-operated  in  advising  the  parents 
of  absentees  from  school  to  obtain  medical  advice  privately  or  by 
attending  the  County  Council  Clinics. 
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A  considerable  number  of  children  have  been  found  to  be 
absent  from  school  owing  to  deficient  boots  and  clothing.  In 
these  cases  the  various  articles  required  have  been  obtained  from 
various  sources  by  the  active  co-operation  of  the  School  Attendance 
Officers. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  from  a  fund  raised  by  the  Chairman 
of  the  Urban  District  Council  it  was  decided  to  allocate  the  sums 
of  £100  towards  the  supply  of  boots,  and  £50  to  the  supply  of 
milk  to  necessitous  school  children. 

Co-operation  of  Voluntary  Bodies. 

A.  Care  Committee.  The  Occupation  Centre  provided  by 

the  Children’s  Care  Committee  has  continued  its  good  work 
during  1932.  The  Lindsey  County  Council  arranged  to  take  full 
financial  responsibility  from  1st  April,  1932.  17  children 

remained  on  the  Register  at  the  end  of  1931,  increasing  to  18  at 
the  end  of  1932.  5,104  attendances  were  made  out  of  a  pos^^ible 

7,900,  or  64  per  cent.,  as  compared  with  86  per  cent  in  1931. 

B.  National  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to 
Children.  This  Society  continues  to  co-operate  fully  with  the 
Public  Health  Department  in  any  enquiries  affecting  the  interests 
of  school  children. 

Open-Air  Residential  School. 

No  proyision  has  yet  been  made. 

A  need  exists  in  this  area  for  an  institution  of  this  type. 

Employment  of  Children  and  Young  Persons. 

No  certificates  haye  been  issued  in  connection  with  the 
employment  of  school  children  during  1932. 

School  Baths. 

The  new  Public  Baths  proyided  by  the  vScunthorpe  and 
Frodingham  Urban  District  Council  were  opened  to  the  public 
on  26th  March,  1932. 

By  arrangement  with  the  Baths  Committee,  the  Local  School 
Managers  and  the  Lindsey  County  Council,  the  scholars  attending 
the  Grammar,  Modern,  and  Elementary  Schools  were  allowed  the 
use  of  the  swimming  baths.  The  charge  made  to  the  County 
Council  was  £50,  this  being  the  amount  for  the  remainder  of  the 
season. 

School  children  attended  the  swimming  baths  on  Monday, 
T  uesday  and  Wednesday,  in  each  week  of  the  period  from  May 
23rd  to  October  19th,  excepting  4  weeks  in  August  when  the 
schools  were  closed  for  the  holidays. 

The  children  attended  for  6  sessions  per  day  of  three-quarters 
of  an  hour’s  duration,  the  actual  time  of  bathing  being  restricted 
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ii)  20  minutes.  8,290  children  attended  during'  the  period  above 
stated,  giving  an  average  attendance  of  25  children  per  three- 
quarters  of  an  hour  session. 

Scunthorpe  School  Clinic. 

The  Minor  Ailment  Clinic  continued  to  be  well  attended 
during  the  year.  489  boys  and  471  girls  (total  900)  were  treated 
or  parents  advised.  The  total  number  of  attendances  was  7,287. 
4  here  were  241  sessions,  the  a  verage  number  of  attendances  per 
session  was  30.23,  while  the  average  attendance  per  child  was  7.59. 

Of  the  cases  treated,  there  were  11  Ringworm  of  Scalp  and 
13  Ringworm  of  body.  Scabies  5,  Impetigo  237.  Other  skin 
diseases  44.  There  were  51  cases  of  Minor  Eye  Defects,  includ¬ 
ing  30  cases  of  Blepharitis,  94  cases  of  Minor  Ear  Defects,  and 
5-1  cases  of  Otorrhoea. 

There  were  404  cases  of  miscellaneous  Ailments,  41  Nose  and 
4’hroat  Defects,  and  6  children  were  found  to  be  normal. 

As  stated  in  the  Annual  Report  for  1931  the  improvement 
secured  in  the  treatment  of  Otorrhoea  by  insufflation  with  Boracic 
Acid  Powder  has  been  maintained.  The  average  number  of  days 
treatment  for  this  condition  was  12.05,  representing  a  period  of 
T).,"  weeks  in  each  case.  In  1931  bi-weeklv  treatment  was  carried 
out,  but  in  1932  it  was  found  that  even  better  results  could  be 
obtained  in  manv  cases  bv  increasing  the  weekly  attendances  to 
f(>ur  or  five.  Some  cases — generally  of  long  standing — have 
proved  intractable  to  conservative  methods  and  have  been 
recommended  for  operative  treatment. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

Report  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  as  i\ssistant 
4'uberculosis  Officer  for  the  Lindsey  County  Council. 

Scunthorpe  Tuberculosis  Dispensary. 

130  new  cases  were  examined  during  1932,  against  126  in 
1931.  Of  the  130  cases,  78  were  diagnosed  as  definitely 
tuberculous.  In  addition,  12  contacts  were  found  to  be  suffering' 
from  Tuberculosis,  and  150  contacts  were  non-tuberculous.  A 
total  of  46  patients  were  discharged  as  recovered. 

The  total  number  of  persons  with  diagnosis  completed  on  the 
Dispensarv  Register  on  December  31st,  1932,  was.  321.  28 

patients  died  during  the  year  under  review,  ag'ainst  44  in  1931. 

Consultations  with  medical  practitioners  were  193,  of  which 
52  were  at  the  houses  of  patients.  In  addition  109  other  home 
visits  were  paid  by  the  Tuberculosis  Officer. 

During  the  year  119  sputum  examinations  were  carried  out 
at  the  County  Council  and  Urban  District  Council’s  Laboratories. 

16  X-Ray  examinations  were  performed  at  the  Lincoln  County 
Hospital.  A  number  of  patients  were  sent  for  treatment  to 
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various  institutions  as  follows  : — Brumby  28,  Gainsborough  12, 
Branston  15,  Louth  3,  Grimsby  2,  Kelling  1,  Ipswich  1,  Gringley 
2,  Margate  1,  Harlow  Wood  1,  Lincoln  County  Hospital  3, 
Brigg  1.  61  of  these  were  Pulmonary  cases  and  nine  non- 

Pulmonary  cases. 

Ultra  Violet  Ray  facilities  are  available  at  the  Clinic 
premises.  The  results  in  the  various  cases  treated  have  been  upon 
the  whole  satisfactory,  and  are  detailed  in  statistics  relating  to 
the  Ultra,  Violet  Ray  Clinic. 

Care  Of  The  Tuberculous. 

The  Scunthorpe  and  District  Tuberculosis  Care  Committee 
continues  to  render  valuable  help  to  selected  cases. 

The  Committee  was  formed  in  June,  1930,  in  order  to  help 
tuberculous  patients  in  the  following  ways  : — 

By  the  supply  of  extra  nourishment  before  and  after 
treatment  in,  Sanatoria. 

By  the  provision  of  suitable  warm  clothing. 

By  the  giving  of  help  in  the  care  of  homes  and  children 
where  the  mother  is  away  receiving  treatment. 

By  the  provision  of  special  medical  apparatus  to  suitable 
tuberculous  patients. 

Helping  in  any  other  way  which  may  be  found  necessary 
for  the  social  and  economic  welfare  of  the  patients. 

Much  has  been  and  is  being  accomplished  in  the  treatment 
and  control  of  Tuberculosis  by  Local  Authorities  in  the  exercise 
of  their  Statutory  functions.  There  is,  however,  a  limit  to  the 
work  of  the  Local  Authority  ;  it  is  here  that  the  Care  Committee 
should  step  in  and  endeavour  to  exploit  the  wide  field  of  social 
activity  awaiting  it. 

In  1912,  the  Departmental  Committee  on  Tuberculosis  stated 
that  “the  importance  of  Tuberculosis  Care  Committees  could  not 
be  exaggerated.”  By  the  Care  and  After  Care  of  the  tuberculous 
patient  is  meant  usually  all  measures  other  than  those  which  are 
purely  medical  which  will  promote  the  welfare  of  the  patient. 

Any  means  designed  to  improve  the  domestic  and  economic 
position  of  a  needy  patient  can  be  regarded  as  an  integral  part  of 
medical  treatment,  and  in  no  disease  is  this  more  true  than  in 
tuberculosis.  It  will  be  understood  that  each  case  receiving  the 
attention  of  the  Committee  presents  individual  problems  to  be 
solved.  Some  of  the  objects  of  the  Committee  have  already  been 
outlined  in  a  general  way.  They  have  to  deal  with  patients 
suffering  from  all  forms  of  tuberculosis  in  various  stages  of  the 
disease. 

In  the  case  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  the  major  problem  of 
the  so-called  “  early  case”  may  be  to  work  out  a  sound  economic 
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future  for  the  patient  to  enable  him  to  resume  a  normal  place  in 
society.  In  the  “advanced”  case,  there  may  be  special  needs  to 
be  met  during  the  first  weeks  of  what  may  prove  to  be  a  long, 
drawn  out  illness — needs  which  can  only  be  supplied  by  a  voluntary 
organisation  prepared  to  assume  the  role  of  many  activities. 

In  the  course  of  their  work  the  Committee  endeavour  to 
collaborate  with  all  existing  authorities  or  voluntary  associations, 
and  secure  help  for  patients  where  such  can  legitimately  be 
obtained.  They  are  sometimes  able  to  secure  better  housing  or 
better  economic  and  domestic  conditions,  and  as  far  as  possible 
endeavour  to  make  for  a  healthier  way  of  life. 

Much  endurance  and  courage  are  frequently  displayed  by 
those  affected  by  a  disease  contracted  either  through  mere  chance 
infection  or  through  unfavourable  conditions  of  life  and  work. 
”1  he  Committee  feel  privileged  to  lend  a  helping  hand  in  lives 
wliere  there  is  a  conflict  between  the  human  spirit  and  bodily 
disease.  In  the  following  outline  of  cases  coming  under  their 
notice,  some  idea  of  the  work  accomplished  during  the  year  may 
be  obtained. 

During  the  year  July,  1931,  to  June,  1932,  the  Committee 
have  supplied  to  suitable  cases  1,507  pints  of  Grade  “A”  milk  and 
no  lbs.  of  fresh  butter.  In  all,  from  the  inception  of  the  scheme 
in  March',  1931,  until  September,  1932,  a  total  of  2,500  pints  of 
milk  and  200  lbs.  of  butter  have  been  distributed  to  selected 
patients.  It  was  felt  that  this  would  be  one  of  the  most 
practicable  ways  of  assistance  until  such  time  as  the  financial 
position  permits  of  more  substantial  help  being  given. 

Some  34  patients  have  been  assisted  by  the  supply  of  extra 
nourishment  over  long  periods.  In  a  considerable  number  of 
these  cases  of  both  Pulmonary  and  non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
marked  benefit  h-as  accrued,  and  upon  various  occasions  the 
Commitee  has  received  letters  of  thanks  from  patients  or  their 
relatives.  The  problem  of  under-nourishment  in  relation  to  the 
treatment  of  tuberculosis  is  a  very  serious  one  to  solve.  It  is 
understood  that  the  Care  Committee  has  no  funds  for  the  relief 
or  distress,  which  is  in  other  hands  and  outside  the  scope  of  the 
Committee’s  work.  During  the  year  under  review  the  Committee 
has  been  able  to  assist  patients  in  other  ways  and  their  work  has 
been  productive  of  good  results. 

It  was  possible  to  arrange  for  the  instruction  of  two  young 
girls  in  leather  work  (making  of  purses,  handbags,  etc.)  and  in 
embroidery.  Another,  a  youth,  has  received  a  prolonged  course 
of  instruction  in  gardening.  He  has  been  fitted  out  with  clothing 
and  is  now  in  steady  remunerative  employment  as  a  general  help 
end  assistant  gardener.  Recently  one  of  the  lady  members  of 
the  Committee  has  arranged  to  give  a  course  of  instruction  in 
handcraft  to  several  female  patients.  Several  lady  members  of 
the  Committee  have  from  time  to  time  visited  certain  patients  at 
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tlielr  homes  and  have  given  kindly  advice  and  help  in  pressing 
social  and  domestic  problems. 

Idle  encouragement  given  and  work  carried  out  in  this 
connection  is  deserving  of  praise  when  it  is  remem.bered  that  the 
members  concerned  have  many  other  calls  upon  their  time  and 
that  this  area  is  an  extensive  one  to  cover. 

In  two  instances  the  Committee  defrayed  the  cost  of  the  visits 
of  relatives  to  Sanatoria.  In  one  case  a  widower  out  of  work 
for  a  long  time,  was  enabled  to  visit  his  child  who  had  become 
veiT  ill ;  in  the  other  a  mother  was  visited  by  her  daughter  ;  in 
this  way  certain  domestic  matters  were  straightened  out  which 
enabled  the  patient  to  continue  her  treatment  in  the  Sanatorium. 

The  first  two  years  of  the  Committee’s  existence  have  also 
been  productive  of  benefit  to  the  general  scheme  of  care  of  the 
Consumptive.  It  has  been  possible  to  organise  a  fund  to  provide 
tire  local  Sanatorium  and  Fever  Hospital  with  a  complete 
Wireless  Installation.  Various  suitable  indoor  and  outdoor 
recreations  and  games  have  been  provided  for  the  tuberculous 
pc.tients  at  the  Brumby  Tuberculosis  Hospital.  The  Committee 
of  the  Isolation  Hospital  have  expressed  their  warm  thanks  and 
appreciation  of  these  gifts. 

In  the  discussions  of  the  Committee,  wider  problems  of 
pulmonary  Tuberculosis  have  inevitably  arisen. 

In  the  control  of  consumption,  many  questions  of  policy, 
finance,  and  orgaiusation  arise  which  must  be  decided  ultimately 
l\v  the  Statutory  Authorities  of  Sanatoria,  Tuberculosis  Schemes, 
and  by  Parliament.  The  Committee  hope  constantly  to  keep 
under  review  various  matters  which  may  help  in  furthering  the 
interests  of  tuberculous  patients  in  this!  area.

Matters  relating  to  finance,  raising  of  funds,  etc. 
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Orthopaedic  Clinic. 

This  Clinic  is  held  by  Mr.  Bilclift'e  once  a  month.  Cases  of 
tuberculosis  of  tha  bones  and  joints  are  referred  when  required 
to  this  Clinic  for  advice  or  treatment.  Facilities  exist  for  the 
application  of  plaster  of  paris  splints  and  other  special  medical 
apparatus  and  for  remedial  exercises  at  the  weekly  Clinics  held 
under  the  charge  of  the  Orthopaedic  Nurse. 

"Fable  14a  gives  full  details  of  the  work  of  the  Orthopaedic 
C.'linic. 

Hospital  Accommodation. 

No  changes  have  occurred  in  the  arrangements  already  in 
existence  for  the  treatment  in  Hospitals  or  Sanatoria  of  cases 
of  Tuberculosis.  During  1932,  61  patients  received  institutional 
treatment  for  Pulmonary  and  9  for  Non-Pulmonnry  Tuberculosis. 

Home  Nursing. 

The  District  Nurses  have  voluntarily  assisted  in  the  nursing- 
in  their  own  homes  of  patients  suffering  from  advanced  Tuber¬ 
culosis. 

Fhe  number  of  children  affected  with  Tuberculosis  attending 
the  Dispensary  during  1932  was  65 — the  total  number  of  school 
children  who  attended  was  125.

SCUNTHORPE  ULTRA-VIOLET  RAY  CLINIC— 1932. 

"Fhe  Artificial  Sunlight  Clinic  was  opened  in  Scunthorpe  in 
April  193-1.  The  type  of  lamp  used  was  the  Standard  Hanovia 
Mercury  Vapour  Lamp.  Treatments  were  given  twice  a  week. 
Starting  with  an  initial  dose  of  one  minute  front  and  back  at  a 
distance  of  30  inches,  the  length  of  the  exposure  was  gradually 
increased  to  fifteen  minutes  back  and  front  at  a  distance  of 
24  inches. 

Patients  were  referred  for  U.V.  Ray  treatment  by  the  Doctors 
i’l  charge  of  the  Infant  Welfare  and  School  Clinics  and  the 
Tuberculosis  Dispensary.  All  were  patients  who  had  either  failed 
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to  respond  to  medicinal  and  dietetic  lines  of  treatment  or  were 
not  making*  sufficiently  rapid  prog'ress. 

45  patients  were  treated  at  this  Clinic  during  the  year,  and 
they  received  a  total  of  931  exposures. 

Of  the  45  patients  treated,  19  were  children  under  five  years 
of  age  who  received  339  exposures,  23  school  children  who  had 
454  treatments,  and  3  adults  who  received  138  exposures  to  the 
Mercury  Vapour  Lamp.

Croup  III.  Adults.  3  cases  of  T.B.  Cervical  Adenitis. 

Two  of  these  cases  had  been  treated  surgically  without 
producing  a  cure.  After  receiving  a  course  of  U.V.  Ray  treat¬ 
ment,  local  treatment  with  U.V.  Rays  was  commenced.  In  all 
three  cases  there  is  considerable  improvement  in  the  general 
health  of  the  patient,  and  the  adenitis  is  less  marked.  U.V.  Ray 
treatmeint  is  being  continued  in  these  cases. 
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VENEREAL  DISEASES. 


Report  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  as  V.D.  Medical 
Officer  for  the  Lindsey  County  Council. 

During  f932  a  total  of  6f  new  cases  attended  the  Male  Clinic. 
01  these,  11  were  cases  of  Syphilis,  29  of  Gonorrhoea  and  21 
non-venereal  cases,  as  compared  with  12,  24  and  29  respectively 
during  the  previous  year. 

Of  the  11  new  cases  of  Syphilis,  10  were  in  the  tertiary  stage. 
4  he  other  case  was  transferred  from  another  treatment  centre. 
22  of  the|  uew  cases  of  Gonorrhoea  were  in  their  first  year  of 
infection,  3  were  in  a  later  stage,  and  3  were  transferred  from 
another  clinic.  The  total  number  of  male  cases  dealt  with  at  the 
Centre  during  1932  were  24  Syphilis  and  44  Gonorrhoea,  as 
against  24  Syphilis  and  43  Gonorrhoea  in  1931. 

Of  the  24  cases  of  Syphilis,  7  ceased  to  attend  before 
completion  of  treatment,  one  of  which  was  a  primary  case  and 
G  tertiary.  Six  cases  ceased  attending  after  completion  of  treat¬ 
ment  but  before  final  tests  of  cure,  and  one  case  after  final  tests 
of  cure.  Four  cases  were  transferred  to  other  centres  or 
institutions. 

Nine  cases  of  Gonorrhoea  ceased  attending,  five  of  which 
were  in  the  first  year  of  infection  and  two  in  a  later  stage. 

Two  cases  ceased  to  attend  after  completion  of  treatment 
but  before  final  tests  of  cure. 

Eight  cases  were  transferred  to  other  centres  or  to  institutions 
and  10  were  discharged  cured. 

The  number  of  Male  attendances,  including  Non-Venereal 
cases,  at  Medical  Officer’s  Sessions,  totalled  1,046.  The  number 
of  attendances  for  intermediate  treatment,  e.g.,  irrigations, 
dressings,  was  1,793,  giving  a  total  of  2,839  male  attendances. 

Turning  to  the  work  of  the  Female  Clinic,  the  number  of 
cases  remaining  under  treatment  at  the  beginning  of  1932  was 
G1  (15  Syphilis  and  46  Gonorrhoea).  A  total  of  87  new  cases 
was  seen  during  1932,  viz.,  9  Syphilis,  47  Gonorrhoea,  and  31 
Non-Venereal,  against  5,  37  and  42  in  1931.  There  were  15 
defaulters  in  1932.  The  total  attendances  of  all  cases  was  1,941. 

The  following  Pathological  Specimens  were  sent  for 
examination  at  the  Grimsby  Corporation  Laboratory  :  81  for 
Wasserman  Reaction,  318  for  Gonococci  and  24  for  Complement 
Fixation  Tests. 

No  action  has  been  necessary  under  the  Venereal  Diseases 

Act,  1917. 
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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 
Water. 

The  Water  Supply  of  the  Urban  District  is  from  underground 
sources  and  is  derived  from  the  Council’s  Water  Undertakings 
at  Risby  Warren  and  Appleby,  and  in  addition,  there  is  a  bulk 
supply  taken  from  The  North  Lincolnshire  Iron  Company. 

The  supply  is  constant,  of  good  quality  and  satisfactory 
pressure,  and  has  proved  adequate  for  the  needs  of  the  Urban 
District.

All  the  new  houses  built  in  the  Urban  District  during  1932 
have  been  connected  to  the  Council’s  water  supply,  and  in  addition 
62  other  houses  not  previously  supplied  have  been  connected  to 
the  Town’s  supply. 

The  total  quantity  of  water  consumed  in  the  Urban  District 
lor  domestic  purposes  during  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1932, 
was  244,966,957  gallons,  equal  to  19.6  gallons  per  head  per  day, 
taking  the  population  at  34,190,  and  19,578,000  gallons  for 
industrial  purposes. 

During  the  year  the  Council  have  had  discussions  with  the 
County  Council  and  the  adjoining  or  neighbouring  Rural  and 
Urban  District  Councils  with  regard  to  the  adoption  of  a  Regional 
Water  Scheme.  No  definite  decision  was  reached  during  the  year 
in  question,  and  the  matter  is  still  under  consideration. 

Public  Baths. 

The  new  Public  Baths  provided  by  your  Council  were  opened 
to  the  Public  on  the  26th  March  by  the  Rt.  Hon.  Arthur  Green¬ 
wood. 

Provision  exists  for  one  large  swimming  pool  75ft.  x  30ft.  : 
a  medium  sized  juvenile  bath  6()ft,  x  21ft.  ;  eight  gentlemen’s 
slipper  baths,  eight  ladies’  slipper  baths,  filtration  and  purification 
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plant,  laundry  and  Baths  Superintendent’s  house.  A  removable 
lloor  is  provided  so  that  the  large  bath  hall  can  be  used  as  a 
public  hall  throughout  the  winter  months.  All  the  premises  are 
enclosed,  of  convenient  lay-out  and  of  modern  up-to-date  design. 

Since  the  inception,  the  swimming  baths  have  proved  to  be 
very  popular.

This  makes  a  grand  total  of  136,812  attendances. 

Public  Baths  as  a  rule  are  popular  and  well  frequented  when 
the  amenities  provided  suit  the  public  taste.  The  bather  judges 
the  water  by  its  appearance,  colour,  taste  and  temperature, 
and  is  satisfied  if  these  are  good.  The  swimming  baths 
water  must  however  be  maintained  chemically  and  bacteriologic- 
ally  pure  to  avoid  any  possibility  of  dissemination  of  illness  or 
disease  through  the  medium  of  the  bath  water. 

To  assure  safety  the  system  of  purification  and  disinfection  of 
the  swimming  baths  water  which  is  used  is  that  of  continuous 
purification.  The  method  is  a  combination  of  efficient  continuous 
filtration  and  continuous  accurately  controlled  chlorination.  The 
purification  plants  are  guaranteed  to  maintain  the  water  in  a  high 
degree  of  purity  irrespective  of  the  numbers  using  the  baths  at 
any  given  time.  The  system  is  the  safest  and  best  yet  evolved 
and  represents  a  great  improvement  upon  other  methods  used 
elsewhere. 


Upon  various  occasions  samples  of  water  have  been  taken 
after  filtration  and  sent  away  for  analysis.  The  results  have  been 
highly  satisfactory  from  a  chemical  and  bacteriological  standpoint 
and  well  conform  to  the  guarantee  of  the  makers  of  the  plant. 
Frequent  daily  tests  of  the  swimming  baths  water  are  carried  out 
by  the  stalf  to  ensure  that  the  alkalinity  and  chlorine  content  of 
the  water  are  satisfactory,  and  within  the  prescribed  limits,  as 
advised  by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

Provision  has  been  made  for  chloramine  disinfection  of  the 
swimming  baths  water  and  in  this  form  chlorine  has  a  prolonged 
effective  action,  rendering  the  bacterial  content  of  the  baths  water 
to  a  sterile  condition. 
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On  the  2^nd  June,  some  3  months  after  the  Public  Opening 
of  the  baths,  samples  of  the  filter  effluent  were  sent  for  analysis. 
After  stringent  chemical  and  bacteriological  examination  the 
swimming  baths  water,  despite  the  extent  to  which  it  had  previously 
been  used  by  the  public,  was  found  to  be  pure  chemically  and 
sterile  bacteriologically.  The  method  of  disinfection  of  the  water 
was  by  chlorine,  the  chloramine  process  having  at  that  time  been 
temporarily  discontinued.  It  is  remarkable  that  the  Baths  water 
should  thus  conform  to  standards  expected  in  good  drinking 
water. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  the  Public  Baths  are  a  great  asset 
to  our  town.  Swimming  is  of  immense  service  to  the  citizens. 
Its  value  from  the  life  saving  and  life  preserving  standpoint 
requires  no  emphasis.  Apart  from  this  side  of  its  usefulness, 
swimming  is  one  of  the  best  forms  of  exercise.  It  is  thoroughly 
enjoyable  in  itself,  provides  vigorous  exercise  for  the  whole  body 
without  risk  of  over-development  of  any  group  of  muscles,  and 
promotes  the  full  physiological  activity  of  the  heart  and  lungs  ; 
a  good  swimmer  has  generally  a  well-built  healthy  body. 

The  value  and  practical  usefulness  of  swimming*  as  a  healthy 
recreational  activity  has  been  widely  recognised.  Apart  from  the 
extensive  use  of  the  swimming  baths  made  by  the  public  the 
Council  has  granted  facilities  for  their  exclusive  use  at  specified 
times  by  school  children  and  by  three  swimming  clubs. 

Swimming  is  a  powerful  educational  factor  for  inculcating 
cleanliness  and  self  respect  and  it  is  highly  satisfactory  that 
advantage  has  been  taken  of  all  facilities  offered  by  the  Council. 

The  benefits  and  pleasures  of  swimming  can  only  be  attained 
when  the  water  of  the  swimming  pool  is  of  a  high  degree  of 
quality,  and  there  can  be  no  question  that  the  well-ventilated 
indoor  pools  of  clean  attractive  water  at  the  Public  Baths  will 
hold  a  great  and  indispensable  place  in  the  hygiene  of  life  in  the 
Urban  District. 

Rivers  and  Streams. 

Bottesford  Beck  is  the  only  stream  of  importance  within 
the  area.  It  drains  water  from  the  Ironstone  mines,  receives 
sewage  effluents  from  the  sewage  works  and  effluents  from  the 
various  iron  and  steel  works. 

The  cleansing  of  the  beck  has  up  to  the  present  been  carried 
out  mainly  by  or  at  the  expense  of  the  Council  and  the  Iron¬ 
masters,  and  to  a  small  extent  by  riparian  owners. 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal, 

The  Scunthorpe,  Brumby  and  Ashby  Sewage  Disposal  Works 
have  all  been  well  maintained  and  have  dealt  satisfactorily  with 
the  sewage  from  the  drainage  areas. 

The  sewage  pumping  stations  at  Burringham  Road,  Ashby, 
Doncaster  Road,  Scunthorpe,  and  the  Ejector  Station  at  Frod- 
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ingham,  have  been  in  regular  operation  during  the  year,  and  have 
given  satisfactory  service. 

During  1932,  1,250  lineal  yards  of  new  sewers  were  laid  in 
various  parts  of  the  Urban  District,  and  in  addition  a  regular 
system  of  cleansing  long  lengths  of  sewers  has  been  carried  out.

Mimstry  af  Health  Itiquiries. 

On  the  7th  December,  1932,  the  Ministry  of  Health  held  an 
inquiry  into  the  subject  matter  of  the  Council’s  application  to 
cover  in  a  portion  of  the  Public  Market,  and  sanction  to  the 
necessary  loan  has  since  been  received, 

Conversion  of  Pail  Closets. 

During  the  year  127  pail  closets  have  been  converted  to  water 
carriage.  The  high  quality  of  materials  used  and  the  workman¬ 
ship  has  been  maintained.  The  response  of  the  owners  of 
properties  has  been  very  fair  having  regard  to  the  very  poor 
condition  of  trade  in  the  district.  There  are,  however,  individuals, 
who  will  not  carry  out  this  very  necessary  improvement  until  they 
are  ordered  to,  and  the  Council  will  at  some  future  date  have  to 
consider  the  obtaining  of  powers  to  order  this  work  to  be  done. 

The  number  of  pail  closets  converted  to  water  carriage  since 
1920,  when  the  scheme  for  voluntary  conversion  was  instituted, 
is  2,378.  There  are  remaining  1,147  pail  closets.  In  approxi¬ 
mately  10%  of  these  cases  the  sewer  and/or  water  supply  is 
not  sufficient  or  is  not  within  reasonable  distance.

CLEANSING. 


Collection  of  House  and  Trade  Refuse. 

Two  S.D.  Freighters  and  two  30  cwt.  Model  “A”  Fords 
are  employed  in  the  collection  of  the  domestic  and  trade  refuse 
from  7,904  houses  and  trade  premises  in  the  town  each  week. 
The  30  cwt.  Fords  have  detachable  bodies  and  are  also  used 
with  special  tank  bodies  for  collecting  the  contents  of  privy  paiis 
between  the  hours  of  10  p.m.  and  5-30  a.m.  on  three  nights  per 
week.  During  the  year  under  review  35  complaints  were  made 
respecting  the  collection  of  refuse.  These  were  investigated,  and 
where  possible  the  cause  of  the  complaint  was  remedied.  The 
revenue  derived  from  the  collection  of  trade  or  shop  refuse  has 
fallen  from  £106  in  1931/2  to  £97  in  the  present  year,  in  spite 
of  an  increase  in  the  population.  This  is  due  most  probably  to 
industrial  depression. 

Disposal  of  House  and  Trade  Refuse. 

The  whole  of  the  domestic  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled 
tipping,  i.e.,  tipping  in  layers  not  exceeding  6ft.  in  depth,  pack¬ 
ing  the  refuse  as  closely  as  possible  and  covering  the  top  and 
sides  with  earth.  No  refuse  is  left  exposed  for  more  than  about 
16  hours,  and  as  there  are  no  privy  midden  or  ashpits  in  the 
district,  the  refuse  is  dry  and  fresh  and  there  are  no  complaints 
of  smells  or  other  nuisance.  The  work  is  carried  out  in  such 
a  manner  that  anyone  visiting  the  site  of  disposal  the  day  after 
tipping  has  ceased  would  not  know  it  was  used  as  a  refuse  tip. 

During  the  year  three  tips  have  been  in  operation.  1,800 
tons  of  refuse  have  been  tipped  at  Yaddethorpe  brick  pits,  which 
is  about  4^  miles  from  the  centre  of  the  town  and  2  miles  outside 
the  Urban  Area  on  the  South-West  side.  Before  tipping  could 
be  carried  out  about  6ft.  of  water  had  to  be  pumped  out.  This 
tip  had  to  be  brought  into  operation  on  account  of  a  dispute  as 
to  drainage  rights  with  the  adjoining  lessee  of  the  Councirs  own 
tip  in  Winterton  Road.  The  dispute  was  later  settled  and  tipping 
operations  resumed.  The  carrying  of  refuse  to  Yaddlethorpe 
increased  the  average  haul  and  the  cost  of  pumping  had  to  be 
borne  by  the  Council. 
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About  1,360  tons  of  refuse  was  tipped  on  the  lowlying  land 
at  the  Bitmac  Works  on  the  North  side  of  Dawes  Lane  and  the 
remainder  was  disposed  of  at  Winterton  Road  on  the  Council’s 
own  land. 

Althoug'li  there  is  still  a  strong  prejudice  against  the  use 
of  land  in  the  area  for  a  refuse  tip,  the  opposition  is  gradually 
becoming  weaker  as  the  method  of  disposal  and  the  results 
become  more  widely  known. 

Trade  retuse  of  a  light  combustible  character  (chieflly  paper) 
which  is  collected  in  special  sacks  provided  for  the  purpose  is 
disposed  of  by  burning  in  an  incinerator,  which  has  been  con¬ 
tracted  by  the  department  at  the  Winterton  Road  depot.  About 
156  tons  of  refuse  have  been  disposed  of  for  the  Markets  Com¬ 
mittee  without  any  charge  being  made. 

Nightsoil  Coliection  and  Disposal. 

There  existed,  at  the  end  of  1931,  1,274  pail  closets,  which 
were  reduced  to  1,147  at  the  end  of  1932.  The  contents  of  these 
pails  were  emptied  each  week  and  collected  in  special  tanks  fitted 
to  motor  lorries.  The  nightsoil  is  disposed  of  by  emptying  into 
an  undergTOund  brick  tank  connected  with  the  Council’s  main 
outfall  sewer  in  Dawes  Lane.  A  proper  and  sufficient  supply  of 
water  is  laid  on  for  flushing. 

The  work  of  nightsoil  collection  was  reduced  by  three  shifts 
per  week,  which  is  equal  to  a  saving  in  a  full  year  of  approxi¬ 
mately  £78,  through  the  number  of  pail  closets  being  reduced 
by  127  being  converted  to  water  carriage. 

General, 

The  yield  of  refuse  per  1,000  of  population  per  day  shows 
a  slight  increase,  being  12.4  cwts.  as  against  11.9  cwts.  last  year. 
4'wenty-five  per  cent,  of  the  refuse  is  actually  weighed  and  the 
remainder  is  based  on  the  test  weighing. 

4'ables  25  and  26  show  the  statement  for  the  financial  year 
ending  31st  March,  1932.  Table  26  is  tabulated  in  accordance 
with  Ministry  of  Health  Memorandum  on  Costing. 

SANITARY  INSPECTION  OF  THE  AREA. 

A  classified  statement  of  the  number  of  premises  visited, 
the  defects  or  nuisances  discovered,  and  the  action  and  result 
of  action  taken  in  regard  to  these  will  be  found  in  Tables  17,  18 
and  1 9,  at  the  end  of  the  Report. 

The  improvements  effected  total  3,363,  against  3,415  in 
1931  ;  while  14,040  general  inspections  were  made,  against  14,576 
in  r931. 

Smake  Abatement. 

As  the  principal  industries  in  the  district  are  the  manufacture

of  iron  and  steel,  most  of  the  chimneys  of  manufactories  are 
outside  the  scope  of  action  by  the  Local  Authority.  It  is  satis¬ 
factory  to  note  that  nearly  all  of  these  works  are  situated  upon 
the  eastern  boundary  of  the  district,  that  there  are  very  few 
houses  or  business  premises  near  them,  and  that  the  prevailing 
winds  carry  and  diffuse  the  smoke  well  away  from  the  residential 
and  business  parts  of  the  town. 

46  complaints  were  received  on  account  of  such  nuisances. 
Most  of  these  were  in  respect  of  small  businesses  and  were  made 
not  so  much  on  account  of  black  smoke  as  to  the  bad  diffusion 
of  smoke  due  to  low  chimneys  and  other  causes. 

These  complaints  resulted  in  the  issuing  of  29  informal  ami 
17  statutory  notices. 

7  observations  of  a  half-hour’s  duration  are  made  of 
chimneys  in  the  town. 

PREMISES  AND  OCCUPATIONS  WHICH  CAN  BE 
CONTROLLED  BY  BYELAWS  OR  REGULATIONS. 

(a)  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milk  Shops. 

There  are  15  milk  shops  on  the  register,  53  inspections  being 
made.  30  inspections  were  made  at  the  15  cowsheds  registered 
in  the  district. 

(b)  Factories,  Workshops  and  Workplaces, 

There  are  25  Factories  and  50  Workshops  in  the  District. 
A  total  of  172  inspections  was  made  to  these  premises, 

(c)  Bakehouses. 

There  are  20  Bakehouses  within  the  District,  none  of  which 
is  underground.  43  inspections  were  made,  but  no  contravention 
of  Regulations  was  found. 

(d)  Offensive  Trades. 

Two  offensive  trades  are  carried  on  in  the  District,  gut¬ 
scraping  and  tripe-boiling  respectively.  408  inspections  were 
made,  but  no  contravention  of  Regulations  was  found. 

(e)  Fried  Fish  Shops. 

During  the  year  the  Minister  of  Health  confirmed  an  Order 
of  the  Local  Authority,  declaring  the  business  of  Fish  Frying 
to  be  an  offensive  trade.  The  Council  have  prepared  a  set  of 
Bye-laws  to  regulate  the  trade  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  these 
were  awaiting  the  confirmation  of  the  Ministry  of  ‘Health. 

During  the  year  three  applications  were  received  from  persons 
desirous  of  commencing  fish  frying  businesses.  Two  of  these 
were  granted  and  one  refused.  Of  the  two  that  were  granted 
one  was  for  premises  situated  in  Belgrave  Square  and  one  in 
Cottage  Becks  Road.  The  one  refused  was  for  premises  situated 
in  High  Street. 


At  the  end  of  the  year  the  business  was  being  carried  on 
at  51  different  prtJmises.  As  soon  as  ihc  l^yelaws  have  l)een 
conhrmed  a  Register  will  be  compiled. 

(f)  Slaughterhouses- 

15  licensed  slaughterhouses  exist  in  the  District,  many  of 
which  are  unsatisfactory.  52. (>  per  cent,  of  ali  animals  killed 
in  your  district  were  slaughtered  in  the  Public  Abbatoir,  which 
is  fully  utilized. 

Tents,  Vans  andi  Sheds. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  G5  Vans  and  Sheds  within 
the  area,  which  necessitated  157  Inspections  to  enforce  the 
byelaws. 

Common  Lodging  House. 

d'here  is  one  registered  Common  Lodging  House  in  the 
district  with  accommodation  for  120  lodgers.  It  is  situated  in 
Manley  Street  and  is  known  as  the  Assembly  Rooms.  The 
average  number  of  occupants  during  the  year  is  about  50.  The 
premises  are  well  kept  and  well  adapted  for  the  purpose.  There 
has  been  no  cause  for  complaint  or  action  during  the  year. 

Schools. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  schools  is  fully  dealt  with  under 
the  report  on  School  Medical  Inspection  on  pages  15,  IG  and  17. 
Schools  are  inspected  twice  a  year,  and  a  detailed  sanitary  survey 
is  made  on  each  occasion. 

The  Board  of  Education’s  Memorandum  on  Closure  of  and 
Exclusion  from  School  has  been  closely  followed  in  dealing  with 
infectious  disease.  No  closure  has  been  advised  during  the  year 
by  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

RAC  FLOCK  ACTS,  1911  and  1928. 

There  are  no  premises  in  the  District  in  which  Rag  Flock 
is  manufactured,  used  or  sold. 

HEALTH  EDUCATION. 

I'he  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  Deputy  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  and  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector,  have  recently  under¬ 
taken  a  considerable  amount  of  Health  Propaganda  work.  In 
Scunthorpe  and  Frodingham,  there  is  a  large  number  of  active 
and  progressive  societies  and  social  agencies,  and  the  demand 
for  lectures  upon  health  subjects  is  considerable. 

Knowledge  is  disseminated  by  Health  Education  Lectures, 
by  Articles  specially  contributed  to  the  Local  Press,  and  by  Talks 
at  the  various  County  Council  Clinics. 
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The  Medihal  Officer  of  Health  has  also  been  called  upon  by 
Works  Managers  to  advise  on  matters  ut  hygiene  and  prevention 
of  disease. 

Every  opportunity  is  taken  by  the  Staff  of  the  Public  Health 
Department  to  create  and  foster  a  sanitary  conscience  in  tlu' 
(leneral  Public,  and  to  emphasise  the  necessity  lor  personal 
contribution  to  community  health.

Future  Policy  with  reference  to  Genera!  Housing  Situation. 

The  scheme  for  100  houses  which  was  commenced  in  May, 
1931,  has  been  completed,  and  application  made  to  the  Ministry 
of  Health  for  sanction  to  the  erection  of  50  additional  houses  on 
the  Crosby  Housing  Estate  under  The  Housing  (Financial 
Provisions)  Act,  1924. 

Application  has  also  been  made  under  the  Housing  Act,  1930, 
for  sanction  to  the  erection  of  12  houses  to  replace  houses  to  be 
demolished.

From  the  above  figures  supplied  by  the  Engineer  and  Sur¬ 
veyor,  it  will  be  seen  that  progress  continues  to  be  made  in  the 
provision  of  houses  by  your  Council  and  by  private  enterprise. 

According  to  the  recently  published  Census  statistics  taken 
on  the  26th  April,  1931,  Scunthorpe  and  Frodingham  showed  the 
second  largest  percentage  increase  (23.4)  of  population,  and  the 
highest  percentage  increase  (14.6)  in  respect  of  natural  increase 
of  population  (excess  of  births  over  deaths)  in  Lincolnshire. 

In  the  Intercensal  period  1921-31  Scunthorpe  and  Froding¬ 
ham  recorded  the  largest  increase  in  occupied  dwellings,  viz : 
42.97  per  cent.  Measured  in  terms  of  families  per  dwelling  at 
the  date  of  the  Census,  housing  pressure,  however,  would  appear 
to  be  at  a  maximum  in  this  area  where  there  were  1.10  families 
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per  dwelling.  In  the  matter  of  room  density,  Scunthorpe  and 
Frodingham  shows  a  figure  of  0.88  persons  per  room  as  compared 
with  an  average  of  0.75  for  the  County  of  Lincolnshire. 

The  figures  for  the  various  Wards  are  as  follows  : — Central 
0.87,  East  1.01,  North  0.89,  South  0.90,  West  0.80. 

Overcrowding  has  been  reduced  considerably  in  the 
Decennium.  As  measured  by  the  “  more  than  two  persons  per 
room”  index,  the  percentage  of  the  population  in  Scunthorpe 
falling  in  this  category  has  been  reduced  from  6.74  in  1921  to 
4.73  in  1931.  At  the  same  time  this  figure  is  considerably  above 
the  average  for  Lincolnshire  as  a  whole. 

These  facts  undoubtedly  suggest  the  need  for  the  further 
provision  of  new  housing  at  suitable  rents  in  this  area  in  order  to 
relieve  the  congestion  which  already  exists,  and  to  satisfy  the 
needs  of  the  continued  increase  of  the  population. 

Unfit  Housing. 

In  1930  the  Council  considered  a  report  relating  to  15 
individual  houses  situated  in  the  South  W ard  which  were  not 
repairable  at  reasonable  cost.  The  Council  have  had  these  properties 
continually  under  consideratioii  since  the  report  was  first  made. 
Thirteen  of  the  houses  have  been  reconditioned  in  accordaiK'e 
with  written  undertakings  given  by  the  owners  and  accepted  l  y 
the  Council.  One  has  been  demolished  in  accordance  with  an 
Order  of  the  Local  Authority. 

The  Council  have  purchased  a  piece  of  land  in  the  South 
Ward  and  prepared  a  scheme  for  the  erection  of  12  houses  for 
rehousing  purposes.  At  the  end  of  the  year  they  were  awaiting 
the  approval  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  to  an  application  to  borrow 
money  to  proceed  with  the  scheme.  When  these  houses  are 
available,  action  will  be  taken  to  effect  the  demolition  or  recon¬ 
ditioning  of  the  remainder  of  the  houses.  The  following  schedule 
shows  the  situation  of  these  45  houses  and  the  action  taken  during 


1932.

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iNSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

(a)  Milk  Supply. 

The  production  of  milk  within  the  Urban  Area  shows  a  slight 
increase  over  the  previous  year.  At  the  end  of  1932  the  number 
of  milk  producers  was  increased  by  one  to  fifteen  and  the  number 
of  milk  cows  by  5  to  96  as  against  91  for  the  previous  year.  This 
gives  an  average  of  6.4  cows  per  producer. 

The  stall'  of  the  Health  Department  made  30  inspections  of 
the  Cowsheds  in  the  Urban  District.  17  contraventions  of  the 
regulations  were  found ;  the  chief  faults  were  dirty  flanks  and 
udders  of  cows  ;  impaired  or  insufficient  lighting,  failure  to  lime- 
wash,  and  dirty  floors.  Sediment  tests  were  carried  out  and  the 
results  demonstrated  to  the  milkers. 

The  undermentioned  specimens  of  milk  were  sent  to 
University  of  Sheffield  for  bacteriological  and  biological  exam¬ 
ination.  Samples  are  obtained  in  the  morning,  packed  in  ice  in  a 
specially  constructed  case,  and  delivered  to  the  Bacteriologist 
upon  the  same  day.  Most  of  the  samples  sent  for  examination 
were  taken  from  retailers  obtaining  their  supplies  from  outside 
the  Urban  Area.  Samples  of  graded  milks  were  sent  in  sealed 
pint  bottles  as  retailed.

No  proceedings  have  been  taken  during  1932  under  the  Milk 
and  Dairies  Act. 


Veterinary  Inspection  of  IVlilch  Cows. 

Four  Veterinary  Inspections  of  the  milch  cows  in  the  District 
were  carried  out  by  the  County  Council  during  the  year.  Copies 
of  the  Veterinary  Surgeon’s  Report  are  received  after  each 
inspection,  through  the  courtesy  of  the  County  Council.  During 
1932  a  total  of  353  milch  cows  were  examined  at  the  four 
inspections  and  resulted  in  two  cows  in  milk  being  certified  as 
sulTering  from  Tuberculosis  with  Chronic  Coughs.  The  animals 
were  slaughtered  under  the  Tuberculosis  Order  and  the  diagnosis 
was  confirmed.  In  addition  3  cows  reported  by  the  owner  under 
the  Tuberculosis  Order  were  slaughtered  and  found  to  be  suffering 
from  Tuberculosis  in  an  advanced  stage. 

Valuable  co-operation  has  again  been  received  from  the 
Veterinary  Surgeon. 


r^ilk  (Special  Designations)  Order,  1923. 

During-  the  year  your  Council  granted  three  Licences  under 
this  Order,  one  being  a  dealer’s  licence  to  retail  Grade  A  (1.1.) 
milk,  one  to  retail  Grade  A,  and  one  in  respect  of  the  pasteurisa¬ 
tion  of  raw  milk. 

(b)  Meat  and  other  Foods. 

A  total  of  12,720  animals  was  slaughtered  for  food  in  the 
District  during  1932,  against  9,399  in  the  previous  year.  11,801, 
oi"  93  per  cent. ,  of  the  total  carcases  were  examined  by  the 
Sanitary  Inspectors.  The  number  of  animals  slaughtered  in  the 
Gouncirs  Abattoir  was  -1, 170,  or  32.0  per  cent,  of  the  total 
slaughtered  in  the  town. 

The  number  of  meat  inspections  carried  out  was  2,514 
against  2,204  in  1931. 

Public  Health  Meat  Regulations,  1924. 

I'he  Butcher  and  Fish  Stalls  in  the  Public  Market  are  regu¬ 
larly  inspected  on  Friday  and  Saturday  each  week  for  the  purpose 
of  enforcing  these  Regulations  and  also  for  the  detection  of 
“unfit”  food.  Periodic  visits  are  also  paid  to  the  Butchers’ 
Shops  and  food-preparing  premises  in  the  district.  It  is  pleasing 
to  note  that  many  of  the  Butchers’  Shops  have  their  own 
refrigerators  installed  and  that  the  meat  exposed  is  protected  from 
contamination  by  dust  and  dirt  by  closed  windows. 

Food  Poisoning. 

.V  small  outbreak  of  food  poisoning  ali'ecting  hve  member! 
of  a  family  occurred  on  the  23rd  December.  4  he  family  con 
sisted  of  the  two  parents  aged  about  30  years  and  children  aged 
9,  7,  4,  and  2  years  respectively.  On  the  afternoon  of  the  23rd 
December  a  portion  of  Brawn  was  purchased  at  a  Butcher’s 
shop,  and  part  of  this  Brawn  was  consumed  at  5-30  p.m.  by  this 
family  except  the  child  aged  7  years.  At  9-30  p.m.  a  further 
portion  was  consumed  by  the  father.  At  10-30  p.m.  on  the  23rd 
all  who  had  partaken  of  this  brawn  were  attacked  with  acute 
Gastro-enteritis ;  nausea,  abdominal  pain  and  Diarrhoea.  The 
excreta  was  watery  containing  mucus  but  no  blood.  When  these 
facts  were  reported  to  the  Health  Department  on  the  21th, 
immediate  steps  were  taken  to  discover  and  remove  the  cause 
of  the  outbreak  and  to  ascertain  whether  it  was  likely  to  be  purely- 
localised. 

It  was  found  that  on  the  23rd  December  the  parents  had 
not  taken  any  breakfast  and  all  the  children  had  had  toast  and 
tea.  For  dinner  the  parents  had  fried  fish  and  chips,  while  all 
the  children  had  chips  only.  It  was  significant  that  all  five 
members  who  had  subsequently  taken  brawn  were  taken  ill,  while 
the  child  aged  7  years  who  did  not  take  any,  remained  quite  well. 
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Although  the  gastro-eriteritis  was  severe  clinically,  by  the 
al'ternoon  of  the  24th,  all  those  affected,  except  the  eldest  child, 
had  improved.  The  latter  was  still  very  weak  and  suffering  from 
Diarrhoea.  Medical  attention  was  obtained  and  in  the  course 
of  a  few  days  the  patient  made  a  good  recovery. 

The  unconsumed  piece  of  brawn  was  obtained  and  sent  for 
bacteriological  examination,  as  well  as  a  specimen  of  the  excreta 
of  the  child  above-mentioned,  suffering  from  Diarrhoea.  At  the 
same  time  a  visit  was  paid  to  the  Butcher’s  shop  concerned,  and 
a  large  piece  of  brawn  was  surrendered  voluntarily  by  the  Butcher. 
This  piece  of  brawn  was  practically  complete  except  for  a  small 
portion  which  had  apparently  been  cut  from  it  and  had  no  doubt 
been  sold  for  consumption. 

The  following  were  the  results  of  the  bacteriological  exam¬ 
ination  of  the  Brawn.  A  reinforcing  culture  yielded  a  small 
number  of  colonies  of  a  bacillus  which  gave  the  morphological 
and  cultural  reactions  of  the  B.  Morgan!,  a  known  pathological 
(disease  producing)  bacillus.  Abnormal  colonies  in  direct  and 
reinforcing  cultures  from  the  Faeces  gave  morphological  and 
cultural  reactions  closely  allied  to  those  of  the  Salmonella  group, 
but  the  bacillus  was  not  agglutinated  by  the  several  specific 
anti  sera  of  this  group.  The  bacillus  was  identified  by  the 
bacteriologist  as  the  B.  Para-asiaticus  of  Castellani  1916.  This 
bacillus  was  found  by  Castellani  as  an  occasional  inhabitant  of 
the  intestinal  tract,  but  it  is  not  known  certainly  as  a  pathogenic 
type. 

B.  Morgan!  is  an  organism  which  has  been  frequently 
associated  with  outbreaks  of  Summer  Diarrhoea  in  this  country. 
Summer  Diarrhoea  is  specially  fatal  to  infants  under  2  years  of 
age.  In  recent  years  the  number  of  such  outbreaks  has  con¬ 
siderably  diminished  :  it  has  been  suggested  that  the  chances  of 
bacterial  infection  of  food  has  been  lessened  by  such  factors  as  the 
better  disposal  of  garbage,  the  diminution  of  dust,  the  replace¬ 
ment  of  horse  by  motor  traffic  and  the  decrease  in  the  number 
of  flies.  Fly  prevalence  holds  an  important  place  in  the  causation 
of  this  disease.  It  is  of  interest  to  record  that  the  bacillus  of 
Morgan  was  apparently  the  causal  organism  of  a  small  outbreak 
of  Gastro-enteritis  associated  with  the  consumption  of  brawn  at 
a  time  of  the  year  when  the  risk  of  contamination  of  food  by 
flies  is  very  slight,  if  not  absent. 

No  definite  information  as  to  the  composition  of  the  brawn 
— composed  chiefly  of  pig  meat — or  of  the  mode  of  contamination 
could  be  obtained. 


Diseased  and  Other  Unsound  Meat. 

The  total  quantity  of  unfit  meat  surrendered  after  inspection 
was  3  tons,  an  increase  of  ^  ton  on  the  amount  surrendered  in  1931. 

The  various  causes  of  unfitness  are  detailed  in  Table  23. 
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Prosecution. 

There  was  a  prosecution  following  the  legal  seizure  of  parts 
of  a  carcase  and  offal  of  a  young  heifer  affected  with  tuberculosis 
and  recorded  in  last  year’s  annual  report.  The  butcher  who  was 
charged  with  “  depositing  diseased  meat  for  the  purpose  of  sale 
on  a  stall  in  the  public  market,”  was  fined  £5  7s.  6d. 

Adulteration,  etc. 

Your  Council  is  not  a  Food  and  Drugs  Authority,  action 
under  the  various  Acts  and  Regulations  being  undertaken  by  the 
County  Council. 

The  Superintendent  of  Police  states  that  a  total  of  72  samples 
was  taken  in  the  District  during  1932,  and  submitted  to  analysis. 
Details  of  the  samples  and  findings  are  given  in  Table  24. 

Chemical  and  Bacteriological  Examination  of  Food. 

I'he  Department  of  Pathology,  University  of  Sheffield,  carries 
out  the  Bacteriological  and  Biological  Examination  of  Milk, 
particulars  of  which  are  given  elsewhere  in  the  Report. 

PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS 

AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 

The  prevalence  of  infectious  diseases  increased  during  1932. 
total  of  853  notifications  of  infectious  disease  was  received, 
against  431  during  1931. 

In  addition  to  these,  a  further  1,068,  including  67  observation 
cases,  were  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Health  Department  by 
parents  or  others,  bringing*  the  total  known  number  of  cases  of 
infectious  disease  to  1,921.  This  number  is  more  than  tv/ice  that 
for  the  previous  year  ;  the  increase  is  largely  due  to  the  prevalence 
of  Measles  in  the  last  quarter  of  1932. 

Statistics  relating  to  notifications  by  Medical  Practitioners 
for  1932  (and  preceding  years)  are  given  in  Table  27.  The 
monthly  distribution  of  all  the  known  cases  occurring  in  the 
district  during  the  year  is  given  in  Table  29.  Table  30  gives 
details  of  the  number  of  visits  paid  by  the  Infectious  Diseases 
Nurse. 

The  seven  principal  Zymotic  diseases,  viz.,  Smallpox, 
Measles,  Whooping  Cough,  Diphtheria,  Scarlet  Fever,  Diarrhoea, 
and  Fever  (including  Typhus,  Enteric  and  Typhoid),  accounted 
for  9  deaths. 

The  Zymotic  death  rate  was  0.26  per  1,000  of  the  population. 

Chickenpox. 

Owing  to  the  continued  prevalence  of  Smallpox  in  surround¬ 
ing  areas,  this  disease  remained  notifiable  during  the  year. 
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182  cases  of  Chickenpux  were  notified  b}'  Medical  Practitioners 
— a  further  255  cases,  mainly  contacts,  occurred,  making'  a  total 
of  437  cases,  against  287  for  the  previous  year,  1  he  majority  of 
the  cases  occurred  during  the  first  three  months  of  1932,  as  a 
result  of  an  epidemic  of  this  disease  which  occurred  about  the  end 
of  November,  1931. 

Oerebro-Spinal  Meningitis. 

One  notification  was  received  relating  to  a  girl  ol  11  years. 
I'he  patient  was  removed  to  Brumby  Isolation  Hospital,  responded 
well  to  anti-meningococcal  scrum  treatment,  and  made  a  good 
recovery. 

Diphtheria. 

16  cases  of  Diphtheria  occurred  during  1932,  a  decrease  of 
10  on  the  1931  figures.  5  of  the  cases  occurred  in  children  under 
15  years  of  age,  and  11  in  persons  between  15  and  65  years. 
9  here  were  no  deaths.  15  cases  were  removed  to  hospital,  the 
remaining  one  being  nursed  at  home. 

192  swabs  were  sent  to  the  Health  Office  by  Medical 
Piactitioners  for  culture  and  bacteriological  cxamina.tion,  and  in 
5  Diphtheria  bacilli  were  found. 

Phials  of  Antitoxin  are  kept  at  the  Healtlr  Office  for  Diphtheria 
patients,  and  during  the  year  44  issues  were  made. 

On  the  15th  Februai'y,  1932,  a  Nurse  a,t  the  War  Memorial 
(Cieneral)  Hospital  was  suspected  to  be  suffering  from  Diphtheria. 
v"^he  was  found  to  be  affected  with  this  disease  and  removed  to 
brumby  Isolation  Hospital.  Swabs  of  the  immedliate  contacts 
were  taken  and  6  nurses  were  passivelv  immunised. 

On  the  19th',  two  turther  ca,sc3  of  Diphtheria  occurred  in  a. 
Nurse  and  a  Domestic,  at  the  Institution.  fhe  maid  was  only 
slightl)^  affected  and  was  admitted  to  Brumby,  ffdie  nurse  was 
suffering  chietly  from  Nasal  Diphtheria  and  may  have  been  a. 
“carrier.”  Owing  to  lack  of  accommodation,  she  was  admitted 
to  Scartho  Fever  Hospital.  In  view  of  the  possibihtv  of  an 
extension  of  the  disease  to  other  members  of  the  .Slaff  and  patient'- 
in  the  General  Plospital,  active  steps  were  taken  to  immunise  rdl 
the  Staff  with  prophylactic  doses  of  anti-Diphthcric  vSeriim,  and 
swabs  were  taken  eff'  all  the  contacts  (direct  and  indirect) . 

In  all  48  swabs  were  examined  and  31  of  the  staff  (22  nurses 
and  9  domestics)  were  immunised. 

No  further  cases  oc'curred,  and  it  seems  })robabl'e  that  a 
potential  outbreak  of  Diphtheria  in  this  Institution  was  checked. 

The  measures  taken  were  carried  out  with  little  disturbance 
to  the  routine  work  of  the  hospital,  and  it  was  not  found  necessary 
to  close  any  of  the  wards. 
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Enteric  Fever. 

No  case  occurred  during-  the  year. 

Encephalitis  Lethargica. 

One  case  oi  this  disease  occurred  during  19d!2,  against  5  in 
1931. 

Erysipela.s. 

28  ca,ses  of  Erysipelas  were  notified,  against  12  in  1931. 
1  he  age  distribution  was  as  follows  : —

Influenza. 

An  epidemic  of  Influenza  of  a  mild  character  affected  the 
district  during  the  first  three  months  of  the  vear.  A  total  of  15 
deaths  from  this  cause  was  recorded. 


fv^easles  and  German  Measles. 

There  was  a  greatly  increased  prevalence  of  Measles  during 
the  year. 

rhis  disease  became  prevalent  in  April  and  cases  continued 
to  be  notified  throughout  the  year. 

A  large  increase  occured  in  October,  and  the  disease  continued 
in  epidemic  form  until  December,  when  it  finally  abated.  No 
less  than  1,144  cases  were  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Public 
Health  Department  during  this  period.  It  was  found  necessary 
1o  obtain  the  services  of  an  additional  Infectious  Diseases  Nurse 
in  order  to  cope  with  the  additional  work  entailed  bv  the  epidemic. 
This  Infectious  Diseases  Nurse  was  employed  on  a  part  time 
basis  from  8th  November  to  the  17th  December  and  rendered 
valuable  help  in  the  work  of  the  Department. 

Tn  addition  to  advice  and  practical  assistan('e  given  in  ihe 
management  and  treatment  of  cases  of  Measles,  special  articles 
upon  the  disease  were  forwarded  to  and  published  by  the  Press. 

Cli  nically  the  disease  remained  of  a  comparativelv  mild  type 
and  the  number  of  complications  and  mortality  was  small.  I

have  no  doubt  that  the  advice  and  help  i^lven  by  the  Staff  of  the 
Department  contributed  in  some  measure  towards  this  desirable 
result. 

Four  cases  of  (ferman  Measles  were  notified  during  f932, 
to  which  10  visits  were  paid  by  tbe  Infectious  Diseases  Nurse.

Four  cases  were  visited  dailv  bv  the  Infectious  Diseases 
Nurse,  who  carried  out  the  necessarv  treatment.  In  no  case  was 
there  any  impairment  of  vision.

Recovery  took  place  in  each  instance. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

A  slight  increase  in  the  number  of  notifications  of  this  disease 
(K^curred,  but  the  incidence  of  the  disease  remained  low.  41  cases 
were  notified,  as  compared  with  28  in  1931,  229  in  1930,  388  in 
1929,  219  in  1928,  175  in  1927  and  67  in  1926.  The  notifications 
were  uniformly  received  throug'hout  the  year.  Of  the  41  cases, 
31  were  removed  to  Hospital. 

157  visits  were  paid  by  the  Infectious  Diseases  Nurse. 

The  clinical  tvpe  of  the  disease  continues  to  be  of  a  mild 
character.

The  death  rate  during-  the  past  three  years  works  out  at 
approximately  1  per  1,000.  This  rate  is  low  as  compared  with 
that  for  England  and  Wales  and  is  considerably  below  that  for 
neighbouring  towns  in  this  area.  It  is  probable  that  the  age 
distribution  of  the  population  of  Scunthorpe  is  in  favour  of  a  low 
mortality  from  cancer  •  the  disease  only  becomes  prevalent  after 
the  age  of  30  years. 

An  increase  in  the  diagnosed  incidence  of  Cancer  may  now  be 
expected  owing  to  the  better  and  much  more  complete  facilities 
for  diagnosis  now  existing  in  the  area.  It  does  not  necessarily 
follow  that  the  apparent  increase  of  deaths  occurring  from  Cancer 
in  recent  years  signifies  a  real  increase  in  the  incidence. 

A  scheme  has  been  prepared  to  establish  a  Radium  and  Deep 
X-Ray  Therapy  Institute  at  Lincoln.  It  is  proposed  that  three 
quarters  of  a  gramme  of  Radium  be  purchased  and  lent  out  to 
approved  institutions  as  required.  Deep  X-Ray  Thcrapv  will 
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be  carried  out  for  the  benefit  of  Cancer  Patients  at  the  premises 
oi  tlie  Institute  at  Lincoln  County  Hospital.  The  Council  made  a 
subscription  of  =£25  towards  the  scheme. 

Laboratory  Work  (Examination  of  Specimens). 

A  considerable  amount  of  work  is  carried  out  in  the 
Laboratory  of  the  Urban  District  Council  for  the  Medical 
Practitioners,  Clinics  and  Hospitals  in  this  area.  260  such  exam¬ 
inations  were  carried  out  in  1932.  Material  such  as  specimens 
of  blood  or  faeces  for  examination  for  Enteric  Fever  or  Dysentery, 
blood  for  Wassermann  Reaction,  and  specimens  of  milk  and 
water  are  sent  to  the  Laboratories  of  Pathology  and  Public 
Health,  London,  the  Grimsby  Corporation  Laboratory,  or  to  the 
University  of  Sheffield  respectively.  A  summary  of  the  work 
carried  out  during  the  year  is  given  in  Tables  21  and  31. 


Disinfection  and  Insect  Pest  Destruction. 

Details  of  disinfection  work  are  given  in  Table  19. 

A  general  description  of  the  methods  in  use  was  given  in  the 
1931  Report.  The  same  procedure  and  methods  have  been  in 
use  during  the  year  under  review. 

Rats  and  Mice  (Destruction)  Act,  1919. 

The  Lindsey  County  Council  are  the  Authority  for  the 
administration  of  this  Act.  Infestations  within  the  Urban  District 
are  reported  to  the  County  Council.  They  instruct  the  local 
Superintendent  of  Police  to  investigate  with  a  view  to  securing 
that  all  necessary  and  practicable  steps  are  taken  for  the 
destruction  of  Rats  and  Mice.

No  action  was  necessary  under  these. 

Public  Mortuary. 

An  arrangement  exists  with  the  Scunthorpe  War  Memorial 
Hospital  for  the  use  of  their  Mortuary.  The  old  Public  Mortuary 
is  retained  for  the  reception  of  special  cases.  The  Mortuary 
was  used  10  times  during  the  year.
